Baker Asks That President be Au­ 
thorized to Call to Colors All Men 
of Draft Age Who Can be Equip­ 
ped and Trained—Crowder De­ 
clares Every Man of Draft Age 
Must Work or Fight. 


AVIATOR BREAKS 


TWO AMERICAN 


FLYING RECORDS 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Two important steps were 
taken today toward perfecting the task of putting the n a ­ 
tion on a war basin. Soon after Provost Marshal General 
Crowder has promulgated a drastic amendent to tho.se­ 
lective service regulations requiring every man of draft 
age to work or fight, Secretary Baker appeared before the 
house military committee and asked that President Wilson 
be authorized to call to the colors all men of draft age who 
can be equipped and trained. 
The committee promptly 
and unanimously voted the, authority into the army 
a p ­ 
propriation bill about to be reported to the house. 
Limit Soon Will Be Reached. 
Under existing law power is given to drait one million 
fighting men in addition to special units. This limit soon 
will be reached with men constantly going into camp to 
replace those sailing for France as fast as ships can be 
provided to take them. 
With the law changed as 
the 
president desires the man power of the country will be 
draw n upon for whatever force may be necessary to win 
the war. 
N e w Regulation Far Reaching 
General Crowder’s new regulation is far-reaching in 
scope and touches not only habitual idlers but also requires 
that draft registrants now in occupations held to be non­ 
useful seek new jobs or take their places in the army. 
Clerks in stores, waiters, bartenders, eemployes 
at 
places of amusement, passenger elevator men and other 
employes around hotels, clubs and business buildings as 
well as gamblers, fortune tellers and race track and bucket 
shop attendants all fall among those classed as non-use- 
fully engaged. 
Enforcement of the rule is expected to 
add some men to the army and to do a more important 
service in improving the labor situation in essential indus­ 
tries. 
T he house military committee’s action after 
hearing 
Secretary Baker completed the army bill with provision 
for th e pay of 3,000,000 men and with ordnance approp­ 
riations on the basis of an army of 
four million. 
The 
measure will be laid before the house carrying a total of 
#9,569,129,000 of actual appropriations and authorization 
for contracts amounting to $2,464,416,000 more. 
Recommends No Age Change. 
Mr. Baker told the committee in executive session Hie 
president’s reasons for asking that no limit be placed upon 
the number of draft men to be called, members said later 
it w as estimated that an army of 5,000,000 could he raised 
without changing the draft ages. 
O n leaving the conference Secretary Baker said: 
“ I recommended to the committee an increase of the 
president’s power so that he may call out such number of 
men as he finds himself able to train, equip and use 
to 
brins? about a successful termination of the war. 
That 
is w h a t is before the committee now.” 
T h e house military committee adopted Secretary Bak­ 
er’s recommendations unanimously and they will be in­ 
corporated into the army bill. 
No recommendation was 
made by the secretary as to a change in the draft ages. 
This amendment to the existing law was adopted by 
the com m ittee: 
“ Provided, that the authority 
conferred 
upon 
the 
president by the act approved May 1H, 1917, entitled an 
act to authorize the president to increase temporarily the 
military establishment of the United States’ is hereby ex­ 
tended so as to authorize him during each fiscal year to 
raise by draft as provided in said act and acts amendatory 
thereof the maximum number of men which may he or­ 
ganized, equipped, trained and used during such year for 
prosecution of the present war until the same shall have 
been brought to a successful conclusion.”

the enem y in his preparations for 
the next great battle. 
In the a i r however, th e fighting 
has seemed to grow ie Intensity. 
From every sector alo n g the front, 
especially those w here t il* re have 
been te rrific struggle*? in the past 
couple of months and the portions 
of tho line held by th e American 
armies, aerial 
sq u adrons 
hav« 
been engaged In com bats in which 
heavy losses have (been inflicted. 
American 
airmen 
have made 
their apeuranee on tile Lys battle 
field, according to th e German of­ 
ficial r ep o rt which says that three 
American machines w ere brought 
down on Wednesday. 
This is the 
11 ret time that American aviators 
have been reported on this part 
of th** front, arid it Is probable 
that they are attached to th** large 
body of m e n which reached posi­ 
tions on the ^British front recent- 
ly.
